The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the claims are 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or teach the claimed strap 
mounted at both end portions of the bracket and having two bending parts each cut 
from an interior portion of the strap (claim 1), or the strap composed of first and second 
supporting portions formed overlapping as double layers with the suction pipe being 
supported between the two layers (claims 7 and 11).
